This morning the County Commis­ 
sioners signed a contract for a low 
water bridge across the Canadian 
river at Byng, six miles north of 
Ada, where the big power plant is 
located. 
The Kansas City Bridge 
Company was awarded the conract 
at $33,541 and will begin work 
as 
soon as possible. 
The bridge will be 1,160 feet in 
length and consists of fifty-eight 2 0 - 
foot pannels. It will be constructed 
of concrete. 
With a bridge of this 
type, now becoming quite common, 
flood water runs over the' bridge, in­ 
stead of beneath it. Of course when 
the water is very high traffic will be 
stopped .but in the case of the Ca­ 
nadian this will seldom be for long. 
The bridge will be built with funds 
from the counties of Pontotoc and 
Seminole and from the state money. 
It is the purpose of the commis­ 
sioners of this county to build a good 
road IOO feet in width to the river. 
It is already opened to this width 
to the fair grounds. The new tractor 
and grader will soon be put to work 
and the road put in good shape to 
the width of fifty feet and later the 
other half taken care of. 
Heretofore the Canadian has prov­ 
ed a formidable barrier to traffic on 
either side but with the bridge Pon­ 
totoc county will be in line for a 
large volume o ftravel 
north 
and 
south. 
The bridge near Francis will prob­ 
ably be built as soon as the bonds 
are disposed cit.

icy by the ruthlessness of the Huns. 
They cannot perm it their own men 
to be starved and tortured w ithout 
calling a halt by adopting sim ilar 
measures. 
No other weapon rem ains 
to them. 
The German idea from the 
first has been to strike terro r into 
the hearts of their enemies, and al­ 
though every move to this end has 
met with signal failure and only 
deepened the determ ination of the 
Allied people to win the w ar at all 
costs and caused them to fight with 
greater vigor. theK aiser clings to 
this delusion 
and 
still 
hopes 
to 
frighten his opponents into a peace 
of his own dictation. As for von Rin- 
telen it would be an easy m atter to 
dispose of his case by taking him 
from his prison cell and either hang­ 
ing or shooting him as he so richly 
deserves.

DON’T WORRY ABOUT HOI. 
It has been said often, but it m ust 
, be repeated over and over again, be 
cause of the misgivings th at come to 
the hearts of the home folk as the 
boys leave for the front: 
Don't worry about your lad’s m or 
als. Don’t worry about his religion 
Says the Rev. Lauchlin MacLean 
W att, chaplain of the famous Gor­ 
don H ighlanders: 
“I never knew the real m eaning of 
the wounds of Christ until I saw the 
wounds of my brave brothers slain 
for the sake of others. I never knew 
the real significance of duty till I saw 
them torn and broken, 
dying 
for 
duty’s sake, rather tnan yield a foot 
| in the front of battle. 
It may mean 
less for the church than the church 
is apt to think, but it will mean 
more for Christ and the best life of 
the world than m eantim e w*e can un­ 
derstand for our heartache or see for 
our tears.” 
We need not expect our boys to 
pay much attention to conventional 
church forms over there, he says. We 
need not expect to see them tu rn ­ 
ing into “plaster saints.” Some of the 
things they do and say under the 
stress of trench life m ight shock us. 
But— 
“If you seek for 
staunch,

The principal 
feature surrounding the favorable 
cotton condition on May 25 was the 
excellent 
and 
generally 
uniform 
stand obtained up to that time. Some 
local and excessive rains in portions 
of the central and eastern sections 
or the state caused considerable re- 
planting and in the central part of 
the 
state farmers 
had been pre­ 
vented from working the crop by 
more or less frequent showers. The 
larger portion of the crop had been 
cultivated and up to the time of the 
report only a small portion of the 
crop had been chopped out. Surface 
moisture was generally ample in all 
sections of the state with the possible 
exception of the southwest. 
A few 
crops have been damaged by hail and 
had to be replanted. 
The Bureau 
will make public on July 2 the esti­ 
mated acreage planted this spring, 
and growing condition of the crop 
as of June 25, 1918. 
Winter Wheat. 
The deterioration in the condition 
of the winter wheat crop is due to 
the dry weather conditions in the 
western third of the state. Perhaps 
the extreme northwestern and south­ 
western sections have suffered most. 
Reports of correspoildents indicate a 
deterioration of 22, 12 and 25 points 
respectively in 
the northwestern, 
western and southwestern districts. 
Rainfall during the latter part of 
May in the central and northern 
sections materially improved condi­ 
tions such that the grain will be bet­ 
ter matured and a high quality is 
promised.

Manufacturing Diamonds. 
(By the Associated Press) 
London, June IO.—Real diamonds, 
artificially made, were exhibited in 
connection with the annual May lee 
ture before the British Institute of 
Medals. The speaker. Sir Charles A. 
Parsons, who is widely known for his 
work in developing the turbine en­ 
gine, told 
of 
experiments 
which 
showed that diamonds exist in iron. 
The diamonds displayed were few 
and small, and it was stated that they 
were produced at enormous cost. On­ 
ly the resources of a great engineer­ 
ing works made the experiments pos­ 
sible. 
However, the lecturer believ­ 
ed that with the advance of chemis­ 
try and electrical 
engineering, 
it 
might some day be cheaper to make 
diamonds than dig them. 
A method of making diamonds of 
commercial size and 
quantity 
was 
suggested by Sir Charles. 
His plan 
was to submit a Urge mass of iron, 
alloyed with other elements, to heat. 
Arter the molten metal had set, but 
when still at a temperature permea­ 
ble to gas, It should be subjected to 
carbon monoxide at a pressure of 
about 1,000 atmospheres. Under this 
process, he
